Sceretary Harlan and Attorney-
General Speed Define
Their Positions,
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COMING ELECTIONS IN THE NORTH

Great Importance At-
tached to Them.
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Wasnixoron, May 23.—The President and the
various members of his Cubinet were serenaded
tonight by the National Union ¥Wlab, atiended
by & very € coueourse of eifizens, number-
ing several thousands, The President was the
first to be complimented in this way. In ac-
knowledgment ol it he ¢ame out in front of the
Executive Mansion, and standing on the coping
ol the balustrade, e made & very briet speech.
His appearnnce was tho signal for enthusinstic
greevngs, His words were as follows:—

THE PRESIDENT'S 8FEECH,

Fellow Citizens :—In appearing before you this
eveniug 1t 18 8imply for the purpose of tendering
to you my thanks, my sincere thanks, for this
demonstration, and for the approbation which
you have manitested on this oceasion and on
many occasions bhefore. Such approba ion is
peculiariy Frm.lr_\iuu and eneourngiug tu me
under exisling o'rcnmstances,  All that will be
necessury is to perzist in tpe support and main.
tanance of correct prineiples, and the day Is not
distant when _the American people will satisry
you that thegoud work you have commenced 18
right, as it will 8o prove in the end, (Cheers, )
I repest my thanks tor your approbation of my
conduct 58 a public man snd & public seryvaat,

The President then retired amid hearty ap
plause,

SPEECH OF SBECRETARY WRILLES.

1 thank you, gentlemen, tor this compliment
which I suppose is to the Admipistration and
its policy, which we one and ull approve.
(Cheers.) You need not expect any remarks
trom me, tor I do not intend to make any. Yon
are, oue and all, 1 suppose, for the Unfon, and
for the establishment of the rights of the States,

SPEECH OF SECRETARY BTANTON,

Gentlemen:—On the aiternoon of Thursday,
the seventn of tuig month, I receved a note from
the Secretary of the Nanonal Union Johnson
Club, telling me it was vhe desiza of the nssocia-
tion to serenade the President and his Cabinet,
and that 1 would be called upon at my resi-
dence. Immedintely on the receipt of this note,
reply was sent 10 the Sceretary expressing my
thanks tor the compliment, and aeclining the
hionor of the serensoe. A similar compliment
from the patridtic association of the Soldiers'
n::-ie‘Sullors‘ League had previously been de-
clined,

Two ressons Induced my action. The last
time a public specch was made irom this spot
In answer to a serenade, was on the night of
Friday, the 14th day o! April, 1885. At that
moment, when we were rejowcing over the
downtall of the Rebellion, one of its iostruments
was murdering Mr, Lincoln. You will not
thivk it strunee that a complimentary ocoasion,
traught with such associstions, should not be
<ot eled, Besides, ng the head of a Department,
my public duties have been simply esecutive,
aua it has always been my aim to avoid trcoch-
lue wpon duties devolved upon others, and to
Avoul mischief by the premature discussion of
mutters enwrusted to the legislative branch of
the Government, and under 1ts consideration,

Biut the call of this evening relieves me from
any imputation of wtruding my opinions upoan
you. 1 shall, therelore, deciare them briefly
snd plaiuly. To the end that they may be
neirher aceidentally misunderstood nor wiltully
misrepresented, what it 18 my purpose to say on
this ocasion has been wntien,

Aftér Tour years of war, the authority of the
Federal Government was established throngh-

ought just and expedient that the right
ol sufirage in the Robel States should be secured
in rome form to the colored inhabitants of thess
States, eliher as a universal rule, or to those
qualified by education or by actusl service as |
soldicrs, who ventured their lives for their Goy-
eroment. My own mind inelined to this view, |
but arter a calm and full discussion my judg-
ent yizlded (o the adverse argumonts, resting
vpon the practioal difficulties Lo be encountered
in such a measure, snd to the President’s con-
viction that to prescribe the rule of suffcage was
not within the legitimate scope of his power,

The plan ot organization embodied in the pro-
clan ation Lo the people of North Carollna, and
tie insfroctions 1o the Provisional Governor of
that State, exhibit the system and principles |
prescribed by the President for the sugctilu 1on
ol civil suthority in the plnce of univeranl mili-
tarv rule in the insurrectionary States. In this
plan, two thiugs presonted by the proclamation |
and the Preslsent’s instructions are worthy of
special notioe ;—

First, Tunt the exercise of the organizin
power 18 specitically and absolutely restiiote
10 the people “who are loyal to the United States,
snd no others,” This Is in accordunce with the
views oiren expressed by Mr, Johnson from the
eommencement of the Rebellion snd under the
most impressive circumstances,

Becondly, The cholce of delegates was not
only limited to loyal people, and no others, but
constitutional guarantees were required in re
gpect to the emancipation of slaves and the pe.
pudiation of the Rebel dobt,

A sound reason for ~uch guarantees in respect |
to slavery 18 stated by the President in his mes.
enge, nnmely, the nocessity of “the evidense of
fivcerily in the future maintecance of the
Umon,” Tuoese views, expressed by the Presi.
dent m s message, recel/sed and coutinue to |
receive my cordial acquescence and support, |
Who are loyal people ? 18 4 question that ongnt
not to be diflicult ol decision. |

Alier o full explanation of the steps taken
by him to restore the counstitutional relations of
the States, the President, in bl snnnal message,
procecds 1o siate with equal distipetness what
remaivg to be none, and to whom the authority
ana guty of dolog it belongs, in the following
words:—

“The smendment to the Constituilon being
adopted, it wounld remuin for the Ntates whote
powers have been so loug in abeyunce to resyme
their places in the two branches of the Nationnl
Legisiature, and thereby complete tne work of
resioration.  Here it is for you, lellow citizens |
ol the Benate, mad tor you, fellow-citizens of the |
House of Representutives, o judge each of you |
for yourseves, ot the clections, returns, and
gualifcations of your own members,”

Whoever doubts that the authority and dut
of judging tor itsell ol the eleéctions and quulit-
catirns of 115 members belongs 1o ench House |
0! Coneress, muy have his ooubt removed by
the Federal Constitution, which declares, in the
nith section of the arst arvicle, chat “Each
House ghull be the judge of the elections returns,
and quahtications ol its own members.” Inthus
distinctly recognizing the constitutional right of
cach Houre ot Coneress to judee of the elections,
returns, aud qualitications of ils own members,
the President bins conlurued to the plain letter
of the Constitution,

I beipg the function of each House to iurilge
of the election retorns and qualifications of its
own members, the obligaton is implied of
taking testimony, weighing evidenee, and de-
ciding tbe question of membership. What tes-
timony has been raken, or what evideoce has |
been presented on the question toeither branch
of Congrezs, or what judgment will be given, 15
not known to me, nor bave Ithe right of in- |
quiring, I

!Jmiden the stoFs taken by the Executive to
restore Lhe constitutional relations of the States,
his srmual message called the attention ot Con- |
gress Lo the neceasu{ of Insuring the securisy
of the freedmen, reminding Congress that while
he bad no doubt thet the General Government |
could not extend the elective franchise, it is |
equally elear thar good fairh requires the secu-
ity of the irecdmen in their liberty and their
property; their right to labor, and their right to
ciwim the just return of their labor; snd ob
rerving, further, that the country is in need of
labor, and that the froedmen are jn peed of em-
ployment , culture, and protection,

In connection with tids subject the President
further remarks, “Slavery was essentially a
monopoly of 1abor, and as such locked the Siates
where it prevailed ng:lmut the incoming of ree |
industry. Where Inbor was the property of the
capitalist the white man was excluded trom em-
ploywent, or had but the second best chance of
tuding it, and the loreign emigrant turned
awny from the region where his condition would
hie so precarious.  'With the destruction of this
monopoly free labor will hasten trom all parts
el the civilized world to assist in developing the

a sucrifice of over three bundred thousand lives
of loyal soldiers, and a cost of more than three
thousand millions of dollars. Nearly every |
household in eighteen loyal States is mourning
its loved ones sluin by Rebels, A tax, whic
muy last for generations, is lid upon the food |
and raiment and necessities of every 1amily, and
in the price of their daily beead the twenry ml-
lion inhabitants of the loyal Siates feel, anid will
lorg eoutinue to feel, what it cost i uphold
their Goverument sgainst rebellion,

The office of President devolved upon Mr,
Jolinson at the deuth of Mr. Lincoln, on the 15th
day of April, 18856. Thirteen dnys beiore that
tinie Richmond, the seat of the Rebel Govera. |
went, had been captured, and six dave luter the
Rebel Commander-in-Chief, Robert K. Les,
routed and vanquished, surrendered bis army, as
prisoners ol war, to General Geant and the forces
under bis command, By thesge rapialy sacoced.
ipg events the Hebel Government was over-
turown, its streneth and hope exhausted, and,
in overy State, 18 armed forces aud ofMeisl au-
thoritivs guve themselves up a8 prisoners of war,
The President’s sununl message to the present
Congress thus clearly states the condition of the
country and the question thereby impressed
upon ham :—

*'I tound the States  suffering from the effects
of u civil war., Resistancs 1o the General Goy-
erment appeared to have exhausied itself. The |
United States had recovered possession ol thelr |
foris and arsensals, und tueirarmies were in the
occupation ol _every State which had attempted
to secede, Whaether the rerritory within the
limlis of these Siafes sbould be held ws con-
quered  territory, under military authority
emanating rom the President, as head o!f the
army, was the Grst question that presented
itsell for dectsion,”

After stating the oblections t5 the continnance
ol merely military rule, the allernative course
chosen by him and supported by lhis Cabinet is
thus clearly set forth;—

“Provisional Governors have been appointed
for the States, Convenuons called, Governors
elected, Logiclatures as-embled, and Represen-
tatives chosen to the Coneress o! the United

tes, Al the same time the Courts of the

| tionul.

Juited States, as far a8 could ba done, have béen
reopened, 80 that the laws of the United States
muy be enforced through Lheir agency,

“The bl been removed and the cns-
tom houses re-established in ts of eniry, so
that the revenue of the United States may be
collecied, The Post Office Department rencws
its ceaselers aotivity, und the General Govern-
ment s tbereb{ ehabled 10 communicate

romptly with Its officers and ugents, The

ourts bring security to persons and property,
the opening of the ports Invites the restoration

““Ihe eight or nine States nearest the Gulf of |
Mexico bave a soil of exubersnce and fertility, /
a chmate friendiy to long lite, and can sustain
o denger population thao 18 found as yet i any
part of our conngry, and the future jnflux 'of
wpulation to them will be mainly from the
!\'ar'.h or from the meost cultivated nations of
Europa” -

These views of the President in relation to \he
freedmen received and coptinue 16 receive my
hearty concorrence, They have guided the ae-
tion of the War Departmoent, and were substan-
tlully advoested in its aunuul report.

In what [ pelleved an honest desive to con-
iorru 1o them, & bill was passed by Congress re-
gulating the Freedmen's Bureau, but the provi-
sions of the bill did notl mect the President's
approval, becanse be believed the powers cons
ferred upon him and upon the agents to bk ap-
proved by him to be jllegnl and unconstitu-
Concurfing in the vbjeoits of the bill,
a1 regarding the power as temposary and sate
in how hands, 1 advised its approval, but having
been returned to Coneress with the Presdent’s
obiecrions, und having tailed to receive the need-
tul support, it is no longer & living measure, nor
the subject of debgte, or diffecence of opinion.
Another Congressional mensure, called the
Civil Righte bill, has been the subject of con:
fhet. That bill, pow & law, has jor its object
the security ol civil nghts in the wsurrectionary
siates,

It wits well observed by the President in his
anousl mwessage that “‘peaceful emigration to
and from that portion of the country (the South-
ern Siutes) is one of the best means that can be
thought of for the restoration of harmony.” Its
posgible interference with such emigration was
one of the chiet objectiors 10 miltary rule, and
by some it {8 thought that the influence of class
legislation in invor of the slayeholding mono-
poly, Leretolore existing in the SBouthern States,
wonld still be stroogly exerted to preveat peace-
ful emigration into those Stares, and would ex-
clude 1be Inborng population ot the North from
that soil of exuberant fertihty aud friendly oil-
mate, that productive region, embracing the
eight or nine States nearcet the Gull of lm:imaJ
and that hence civil mghts in chose Btates shoul
be vigllantly provected by Federal lawa and

Federal tribupals, Although the measures
ennoted by Congress for this purpose ialled to
receive the Executive sancuon, yet baving been
adbered to by & two-thirds vote in each House,
they have now passed to the statute-bouk, and
ceuke 10 be the subject of debate.

may be given, an absolute Conskitutional bar (s
to be erected for four years ngainst a large class
of pursons,

hange of circumatances and condition often
works rupid change in political sentiments, and
nowhereé with more marked result than in the
South, It ls belleved that elements of change
are now at work there, stimulating on one side
to loyalty, aud, on the other, tending tocon-
Hinved hostile feelings. . In wy judgment every
proper inoitement 1o union should be fostered
and cherished, and for Congress to lmit its own
power by a Constitutional amondment, for the
peﬂ?d of lour years, might be deplorable in it
result,

To thoee who differ I accord the game honesty,
and, perhaps, greater wisdom than I can clatm
for my#ell,  As the proposed plan now stands, |
am unnable to perccive the necessity, justicn, or
witdom of the measure; but having no place
nor voice in the body before which the measure
is pendirg. I disclnim any purpose to intetfere,
beyond the exvression of my pwn opinion.
Having thus ceolared my views, ns they have
heretofore been declared” to those who had the
right tv know them, on tue muterial questions
that inve lutely arisen, or are now pending, 1
trust that your {:urposc on ihis oceaston is
ungwered, and 1 shall be glad if their expression
may have any benefleinl fnflucace on questions
the right disposition whereof is 8 matter of soli-
citude to every patriotte man, and s deeply
important to the peace und tranquility of the
country.

Ttecognizing the co-ordinate branches of Gov-
ernment, legialative, judicinl, and éxecative,
and eutertaining for each the re-peet which is
due trom every loyal citizen, they are entitled to
and shail receive, secording to my bent judg-
ment, the support which i& required by that
Constitution, whnich, after unexasmvoled confliet,
bas been upheld and sanctifcd by Divine favor,
and through the sacrifice of so much hlood and

Fellow-Cltizens:—Yon are aware that I am not
in the habit of making specches, and 1 take it
lor grauted, therefore, that in waking this eall
upen me you lntendea only to pay me & passing
comphment, and not to elicl from me any ex-
tended remarke, Ishall pot disuppoint you; I
shall not be 0 ungrateiul for your kindness as
to inflict upon you a speech.

an abiding conviction that it will be approved
by the people when they shall be allowed to
pags judement ypon 1t at the bullotbox,

Tois plan is falrly stated in the platform of
1 need
not say, theretore, in regurd to that platiora
auy mwore that that I subseribe to all 11s doc-
trines fully and without reserve. 1 suppose,
gentlemen, that some ot us expected that at the
close of this great war, in which much bad
blood had been exeited, and much good blood
had been shed, we should nave blue skies and
calm soas, '

The President of the United States, gentle-
men, stpnds belore the country in no doubtful
attitnde, His voice gave uttersnce to no un-
certain lagouage when it denounced tresson.
At the 01mrvﬁk of the Rebellion,, in the Senate
of the United Btates, he showed no faltering
fidelicy, when, counting evervibing else as of
no value. a8 mere dustin the balunce, in com-
parizon wi b the Unlon aad the Constitation, he
went back to Tennessee to fght treason and
secession in their strongholds, and perdl his life
and the lives of his family. His policy is
straightiorward, intelligible, aud practical.

11 & better policy can be presented, one more
in consonance with the principles of the Govern-
went, better caleulated to preserve the supre-
macy ol the Federal authority, while it trenches
not on 1he reserved and legitimate rights of the
States—more just, more humane, better fited
to bind the people of this great country in a4
common brotherhood, at the =ame time that it
places just condemnation on treason, and vindi-
cotes the majesty of the law,—if' suoh & policy
cun be th'b(!lllﬁif, there ¥ no man in the Unived
who will more willmely embrace it than An.
drew Johnson. (Cheers.) But until that better
policy be presented, he must be false to himself,
lalse to his record, gnd must, in fact, conss to be
Andrew Johnsen, 1€ he does not adhere to his
policy, und sink or swim with it,

1t is preity good evidence, atter all, pentlemen,
of his correciness of policy, that Congress, alter
having been 1o session nealy six long weary
months, has been unable to preseut ope whicfx
they oan agree upon a= a substitute, It was
once suid, 1 thwlk, by John Rundolpn, that “of
all tinkers the Constitution linkers were the
most to be deprecated,”

1t the old man could rize from his grave, what
would he say to the present Uongress, in which
every third man, at least, is & Constitution
tuker? (Cheers and lanchtor.) But they are

This circumstance gives mo less pain, a5 1 am
not consclons of having done anvthing which
estitles me personally to the honorof such an
ovition; ana it the proposed *'eall” 18 imtended,
a2 the newspapers assert, to furnish the officials
conpecled with the Execative Department or
#he Government an opportunity te aqnounce
their opinions on political subjects, I am 1o
clined to think it a pardonable egotisn for me
o Rll[;pt)l!ﬂ that my opinions are fully kuown to
all who may consider them of sufficlent conse-
quence to merit 4 passing nosice, as I have
irankly procluimed them on the floor of the
Seuate and 1rom the rostrum, for ten cousecus
tive years next preceding the rommencement
of my srrvice as Secretary of the lutevior,
and have vot at any time since, when occasions
required 1, fatled to express my viewa with
equal candor.

As my pohitieal affiliationa m the past have
not been doubtiul, I do not_intend that they
shall be so in the tature.
